RINGWORM ON CATTLE, 


eee — —

A owners should take precautions 
against the occurrence of, ringworm on 
catile. Fresh outbreaks of the disease 
usually make their appearance on young 
stotk which haye access to houses or sheds 
in which affected animals were kept in the 
previous season, and which were not in the 
meantime cleansed ‘and disinfected, Infection 
ig commonly spread by housing one or more 
affected animals with healthy stock. 
Animals suffering from ‘ringworm become 
thin and unthriity in appearance, thus de- 
preciating in value, and in the past the ail- 
ment has caused considerable injury to the 
cattle trade of the country. Moreover, the 
disease is. one which is* communicable — to 
human beings. ‘ 

Ringworm can be prevented by the adop- 

tion of “ordinary precautions; and, where. it 
is present, it can be cured by the use of 
simple remedies. 
_ Leaflet No. 45—‘‘ Ringworm on Cattle ’’— 
issued by the Department.of Agriculture, 
contains a description of the disease, and 
gives full particulars as to the means to be 
taken for its prevention or cure. Copies of 
this Jeaflet—which should be in the hands of 
all farmers and stockowners—may be ob- 
tained ote free on application to the Secre- 
tary, epurtment of Agriculture, Dublin, 
C.17. Envelopes, which need not bear a 
postage stamp, should be marked ‘‘ Publica- 
tions ” in the top left hand corner.

Gone for ever is a keen 
price for heavy beasts of from 3 to 4 years 
dld, and yét many feeders continue to market 
large numbers of cattle of unsuitable weights 
and in unfinished condition, especially during 
the winter. They appear not to realise the 
change that has come in the cattle trade, 
and suffer loss as a result. 
* To successfully fatten ‘cattle in winter’ they 
should be seievided with a comfortable -house, 
suitable. food ‘and proper attention.: It is. not 
easy to fix a definite time for housing them, 
but once the chilly evenings set in, and while 
on pasture, they should get about 2ilb. of 
grain per head per day in order to enable 
them to. maintain the condition gained‘ dur- 
ing the summer. Then, when all the harvest- 
ing has been done, they should be put in 
at night, and as soon as ean be managed 
should be “ stalled.' They will fatten much 
more quickly when this is done. If all cannot 
be accommodated m stalis the most forward 
should be tied up first, the backward ones 
being  leít. loose until stalls are. available. 
These latter should not all run together; but 
should be kept in ‘lots of five or six; ac 
cording to size, the weaker ones eo, 
kept together. In this way each beast ‘will 
get its share of the food. ope 
Physical comfort is of prime importance .in 
the winter fattening of cattle. They should 
have a well-ventilated shed or byre; it should 
he free from draughts, and kept in a per- 
fectly clean condition, The cattle should get 
their food at the same hours each day, and 
the cleaning of the sialls should take place 
while: they--are eating their principal feeds, 
so.as to disturb them as little ás possible. 
Quietness is a great fattener. They, should be 
well groomed witha curry comb and: brush 
every other day. Untied cattle should have 
a dry bed and some sort of shelter, at least 
at night. ' 
Sudden: changes of diot are very-unwise; 
so when first put in the cattle should “have 
a supply of green food, which might consist 
of a mixture of oats, vetches and peas or 
heans, cabbage or kale, These crops should 
be sown about three months before they are 
likely to be required. The change to the 
winter food should be gradual, the green- 
stuffs hemg dimirtishec as the other *1s in- 
creased. In the beginning the animals will 
consume from 60 to 80lb. of green food per 
day each, in addition to about 2lb. of con- 
centrated food. 


Winter Foods. 

The. choice of winter. foods : will depend 
chiefly on the crops grown on the partacular 
farm, and, while oat straw, hay and oats are 
almost. always to be. had, the all-important 
roots are olten unavailable. Cattle can be 
fattened in winter without roots, ás experi- 
ence has shown, but they are a necessity for 
the profitable production of beef, as apart 
froin their food value-they have a most bene- 
ficial effect on the health of the  in-fed 
animals, who are deprived of exercise. They 
can get from 40 to 70lb. of sliced or pulped 
reots each daily, mixed with from’ 4 to glib. 
of concentrated foods, acpording to age and 
size. In addition, they should have as. much 
hay or straw as they will consume. The cur- 
rent prices of the concentrated foods will 
determine. the ultimate. choice, which could 
be either decorticated cotton’ cake, © liftseed 
cake, palm-nut, earth-nut or cocoanut cake. 
The grain: portion of tne concentrates might 
consist of a mixture of maize meal, crushed 
oats or barley meal; sometimes a saving 
might be effected by including such foods 
as dried grains, bran or pollard. 


Daily Rations. 4 

A suitable ‘daily ration for bullocks under 
two years of age might consist of: | 

Roots, 40 to 56lb.; cake, of any of the 
above-named varieties, 2 to 3lb.; grain or 
grain product, 2-to áib.: hay or Gat straw or 
a mixture of both ad Ith. ‘ 

For cattle over two years: 

Roots, 56 to 70Íb. ; eake, 2-to 4lb. 3: grains, 
3 to 4lb.; hay and straw as consumed, 

These figures are only intended as a rough 
guide, sinee the amount of the ration nrust 
be governed both by the taste and capacity 
of the animals, and by the foods avaiable 
on the farm. 

The daily allowance of concentrates should 
be small at first, to he increased by about 
one pound at the end of every month. . 

The ‘digestibility of hay “ahd ‘straw is Im- 
proved by chafing, and, where it is possible 
to do so with absolute regularity and atten- 
tion to cleanliness, this choppéd hay or straw 
could be mixed with the pulped roots and 
slightly moistened a day. before being used. 


Otherwise the practice is not to be recom-

Successful Co-operation. 


In the same district farmers have brought 
co-operative effort to a high state of -develop- 
ment, a saw mill and grain -grinding 
plant - havi heen successfully working 
there since 1920. These buildings were 
erected in 1918, and although starting under 
adverse conditions the business has ..been 
carried on with success. The object of the 
corn grinding and crushing plant is to con- 
vert the farmers’ own~grain into a suitable 
foodstuff for live stock. This, part of the 
plant has been kept exceedingly busy since 
growers began to realise the value of home 
grain for feeding purposes. From eight to 
ten tons of oats are ground and crushed 
per week, Farmers also bring their oats to 
be converted into oatmeal for household 
use, some ten thousand barrels being 
handled in this way last year, The quantity 
of Indian corn brought for conversion into 
Indian meal is now but a quarter of what 
it was when the mill, was started ten years 
ago, as a result of the increasing use of 
home-grown foodstuffs, There . has . also 
been installed. a one and a half sack 
Robinson flour plant, which, ‘however, owing 
to foreigm competition, is now idle. | , 

The mill js equipped .with a 35 h.p. 
National gas engine, and two double gate 
water turbines capable of 35 h.p. each. 

Adjoining the corn mill is a, well-appointed 
sawmill, where native timber is made into 
every description of furniture, turned out 
in a high-class manner. In addition to pro- 
viding these advantages for its members, the 
mill supplies electricity to the district from 
one of its turbines. 

This co-operative society. has. confined 
itself ‘to manufacturing activities, and is 
making headway at a time when societies.

OF VIRGIL. 
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EXHIBITION IN TH 
NATIONAL LIBRARY.”

There are Irishmen to whom Virgil 
remains a living influence, a sweet, sad 
chronicler of mortal things that still touch 
the heart after the passage of two 
thousand years. These, who have been 
asking why it is that Ireland, whose 
Virgilian associations have persisted un- 
b aes through the centuries, has held 
no independent celebration of the poet's 
hi-millenary, will observe with pleasure 
that the National Library has offered its 
contribution to the Universal: fiesta. 

Dr. Best’s tribute takes the form of an 
exhibition of the Library’s Virgiliana. 
There is not a very. large number of 
exhibits, and there are no original manu- 


scripts, but even. a facsimile—and this col> 


lection includes the finest facsimiles jn 
existence—has its thrill for the lover of 
Virgil, Entering, the visitor is confronted 
by an array of reproductions from virtually 
all the great manuscripts in which the 
poet’s text. has come down to us, The 
regularity and beauty of their script will 
vive some idea of the vast labour con- 
tributed throughout the dark centuries by 
monks and scholars, and of the love that 
filled them, not only for letters, but for 
the Mantuan in particular. Here the 
visitor will see reproductions of F and V, 
Mediceus and Palatinus—of all the codices, 
in short, whose variant readings per- 
plexed his adolescent years. He will see 
comments and ceanmentaries in Irish 
script. He will learn what the '' Tironian 
writings ’’-—most famous of the ancient 
systems of shorthand—really resembled, 
and he will revive acquaintance with. the 
old, familiar glosses, marginal and ‘inter- 
linear. In short, he will realise precisely 
the amount of spadework that the so-called 
dark ages put into Virgilian scholarship. 
There are the Mediceus, the Palatinus 
and the Romanus, the three patriarchs 
among the amas As of Virgil—all three 
more’ or less complete, dating from the 
fourth century (the Romanus, perhaps, 
with its delicately tinted illustrations, is 
older still), and written in the best style 
of Latin uncials. There are the Schede 
Vaticane and Veronenses, the Sangallensis 
and the Augusteus, as old as_ the 
patriarchs, but in vastly inferior condition. 
‘Turning from the manuscripts proper to the 
Virgiliana, we find an untidy palimpsest 
from St. Gall, written in minuscules. Next 
comes—an interesting facsimile this—the 
huge Codex Bernensis, which contains not 
only Servius’s great commentary on Virgil 
but the works of Horace, art of 
Ovid's Metamorphoses, and the Historia 
Britannia of Bede. This famous manu- 
script has a peculiar interest for Irishmen, 
since it is written in an Irish hand of 
the late mnth century, and is a copy of 
a still older manuscript that also was 


[t is a pity that Dr. Best did not receive 
some assistance towards the making of 
his. little exhibition. If to the s of 
facsimiles which he has collec and 
arranged so skilfully there had been 
added the hordes of Virgiliana that lurk 
in the shadows of Trinity College Library 
and the other Dublin libraries, Ireland’s 
tribute to the poet’s memory would have 
been more imposing—although no more 
sincere. As itis, Dr. Best’s offering shines 
Itke a good deed in a forgetful country. 

The exhibition remains on view from 
11 o'clock until 5 o'clock, except on Satur- 
days, and will last, as we understand, for 
some weeks. 
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SCIENTIFIC RESEARCH 
AND EMPIRE TRADE. 


PRINCE GEORGE AND THE 
SALTERS COMPANY. 


The importance to the Empire of the 
science of preserving food was stressed by 
Prince George last night, at a dinner 
given by the Salters Company to the 
Imperial Conference delegates at the 
Company's Hall, London. 

One of the many important questions 
affecting the welfare of the Empire, Prince 
George said, is that branch of scientific 
research work with which the Salters 
Company is associated. How to preserve 
food for consumption where fresh food is 
unobtainable has always been one of the 
world’s most difficult problems. 

MORE MODERN METHODS. 

In these days more modern methods of 
preserving food have been discovered, and 
to those who grow perishable foodstuffs in 
the Dominions and Colonies the growth 
of this science has been of paramount 
value and importance. Vast quantities of 
frozen and canned meat are sent overseas 
from the Dominions to Great Britain, to 
other Dominions and Colonies, and to 
foreign countries. Fruit, vegetables, and, 
in fact, almost every agricultural produce, 
also cross the seas in tins and cold 
storage, and it must be remembered that 
it is on the agricultural industry that the 
greater part of the Empire has to rely. 

THE CHEMICAL INDUSTRY. 

In recent. years one of the lessons we 
have learnt is the increasing importance 
to British trade of the chemical industry, 
without which our great industries would 
be at the mercy of foreign countries. 

Prince George added that the activities 
of the Salters Company must appeal 
strongly to the delegates to the Imperial 
Conference, whose work largely consisted 
of finding solutions of economic and in- 
dustrial problems, to the mutual 1 >onefit 
of the whole Fmpire. 


AIR LINER’S VISIT. 


DUBLIN. BELFAST AND 
(POSSIBLY) CORK, 


Efforts are being made to include Cork in 
the itinerary of the demonstration tour of the 
Westland ‘‘ Wessex’’ three-engined air-liner. 
The tour began at Yeovil, Somerset, on Octo- 
ber ó, and is planned to include many of the 
chief towns in Great Britain, as well as 
Belfast and Dublin, The aircraft is scheduled 
to reach Belfast on Friday, November 14, 
and to descend at Dublin on Sunday, Novem- 
ber 16. From Dublin it is now planned to 
make a day trin to Cork, descending on the 
landing ground at. Ballincollig, and the 
necessary steps are being taken by the West- 
land Company, | 

On entering the Free State the “ Wessex " 
machine will alight, first at Baldonnel Aero- 
drome, for Customs examination. In Belfast, 
Dublin and Cork invitations will be extended 
to the municipal authorities, chief indus- 
trialists and other interested people to visit 
the aerodrome and, if possible, to make a 
short flight in the aeroplane. 

The ‘* Wessex ” is a six-seater cabin mono- 
plane of moderate power, equipped with three 
motors, each developing about 110 horse-

“The leper hospital was founded. about 
1220 by Henry de Loundres, Archbishop 
of Dublin, for lepet pilgrims embarking 
at Dublin for the pilgrimage to the shrine 
of &t. James at Compostella, in Spain 
(the patron saint of lepers or ‘ lazars’). 
It was situated at the College Green end 
of the present. Townsend street, and is 
marked on Speed’s Map of Dublin (1610). 

‘* Hence also Townsend street was, until 
the middle of the seventeenth century, 
known by the name of Lazar’s Hill, or

(as they were called) that were even worse. 
“Take an egg, we are told in a book 
that was published in Dublin close on two 
hundred years ago, ‘‘ and, after you have 
blown out the contents, put a live leech 
into it, and seal up the holes with wax. 
The egg thus prepared being set upon the 
table, place some fresh water at a little 
distance, which the leech, immediately 
smelling, will make towards, and give a 
motion to the egg to the agreeable surprise 
of the spectators.’’ 

Parents, I am sure, must feel glad that 
the making of “ an artificial earthquake ”’ 
is not described in modern catalogues. For 
this twenty pounds of iron filings was 
required, in addition to the same weight 
of sulphur. The two ingredients were 
mixed together, and buried for some 
hours. Then the fun began. ‘‘It will 
have a prodigious effect,” says the old 
book, ‘‘ the earth will. begin to trembl», 
crack and smoke, and flames will burst 
through.”’ 


A Swan's Coilet. 


Up to quite recently I had always 
thought a cat’s toilet to be the most pains- 
taking effort to achieve perfect personal 
cleanliness. Within the last few days, 
however, I have watched a swan clean 
herself on the grassy bank of the pond in 
St. Stephen’s Green, and the most 
fastidious cat could not have gone to more 
trouble. A swan’s neck is, of course, a 
great asset in such an operation, especially 
as it may be turned in any direction 
without the slightest difficulty; indeed, 
as I watched, it appeared more like a 
piece of rubber tubing covered with 
feathers than an organ of flesh and bone.

PROTECTION FOR TITS URGED 
The Lord Mayor (Aiderman A, Byrne) 
presided at a meeting held in the Rath- 
mines Town Hall last night, at which 
the Rey. P. G. Kennedy, §.J., Rath- 
farnham, delivered the first of a series of 
Jectures which will be given under the 
auspices of the Library Committee, his 
subject being ‘* Birds in the Garden. 

The Lord Mayor said that that district 
and the Council of Rathmines had given 
to the Greater Dublin Corporation some 
of its ablest representatives. He was 
satisfied that the coming in of Rathmines 
and Pembroke to the City of Dublin 
would confer benefits on the old city, as 
well as on Rathmines and Pembroke. He 
desired to acknowledge the services of 
Rathmines officials, especially Mr. Roy, 
the librarian. 

The lecturer said that in his garden 
he had studied bird life, and had treated 
the birds that came there so that they 
flocked round him and took food from his 
hand. He illustrated his observations by 
a series of lantern slides—photographs 
taken by himself from time to time. 

He dealt minutely with the several 
species of tits, the robin, the chaffinch, 
etc., and said that the tits were useful 
to the gardener, inasmuch that they 
destroyed insects that injured fruita. 

If the Oireachtas had known that. tits 
were such useful birds, he said, they 
would not have been excluded from the 
protection of the Act which was passed 
last summer. It was in the power of 
county and urban councils to ask for 
way ae tage for these birds.

National Orchestra has a permanent 
membership of one hundred and fourteen 
players. Buch a number of performers in 
an orchesiral concert is not rare. The point 
about this orchestra is that every one of 
the members is bound to attend the full 
number of rehearsals of any Work in which 
he is engaged. In addition, there is the fact 
that the B.B.C. has enlisted the pick of the 
country’s orchestral players. The principal 
‘cellist, for example, is Mr. Lauri Kennedy, 
whom Dublin folk know as a soloist at many 
of the concerts given here by John 
McCormack. : 

The programme began with Wagner's 
overture to “ The Flying Dutchman.’”’ Here 
I noted chiefly the beauty of the detail in 
passages for solo woodwind. I heard quite 
u lot of notes that I had never heard in the 
‘‘ Dutchman ” overture before. Everything 
was delicately transparent. The decision cf 
the string playing on _sforzando beats was 
also to be noticed. That could come only 
from combined rehearsal. 

The National Orchestra’s performance of 
Brahms’ Fourth Symphony displayed in rich 
measure the wealth of instrumental resources 
and the perfection of ensemble now brought 
within the experience of listeners who look 
to the B.B.C. for special pleasures in the 
realm of orchestral music. The second move- 
ment revealed the orchestra at its best on 
this occasion. There, in particular, one could 
enjoy the richness of the string tone. Number 
is not everything in orchestral work. You 
can increase the strength of your string 
sections only up to a certain point; for it you 
go beyond it, you disturb the proportion with 
respect to wind. When passages are written 
for solo wood wind instruments, doubling of 
the solo parts is unthinkable. With the 
limitation of ratio to solo wind, increase of 
string sections is always acceptable, because 
it yields added brilliance and fullness of tone. 
Only the sensitive ear apprehends a difference, 
but with extended opportunities of hearing 
orchestral performances, the sensitive ear is 
now by no means rare. :

“ Correspondence following on the publica- 
tion of Mr. R. Gathorne-Hardy’s ‘Bibliography 
of Jeremy Taylor’ has shown that our copy 
(in Stillingfleet’s collection) of the ‘ Funeral 
Sermon for Sir J. Dalston,’ London, 1658, is 
of great rarity; no other copy appears to be 
known at present; it is not in either the 
British Museum or the Bodleian. The Dublin 
edition, 1663, of the * Discourse of Confirma- 
tion,’ and the Dublin edition, 1664, of the 
‘Dissuasive from Popery,’ of each of which 
we have more than one copy, are also neither 
in the British Museum nor in the Bodleian. 

‘‘ Some of our early Irish MSS. have been 
examined by the Rev. Felim O Briain, O.F.M., 
of the College of St. Anthony, Louvain. 
Father O Briain is interested in the proposed 
Analecta Franciscana Hibernica; and it is 
suggested that our MS. copy of Grammatice 
Hibernicea Rudimenta, by M. O’Hussey 
(Bonaventura), should appear in that series. 
Father O Briain’s attention was drawn to a 
little piece here in the Irish language,

LETTER FROM CANON CHAMBERLAIN, 

TO THE SDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Str,—I can see perfectly clearly the fallacy 
lurking in Father Coleman’s letter in yester- 
day's issue, but I have no desire to enter 
into a dreary controversy and score debating 
points. I do not think that a newspaper 
controversy on matters of religion achieves 
much; but, perhaps, I may be permitted to 
express my regret at the tone of some of the 
things that were suggested about Protestants 
at the meetings of the Catholic ‘lruth Society, 
and hope that a different spirit may in future 
prevail. TI cannot see that the cause either 
of Catholicity or of truth would suffer if a 
less sectarian and a less querulous spirit 
were to inform the writers and speakers. i 
know that many of our people have been 
deeply pained; and I can feel that this 
yearly irritation tends to foster a wrong 
spirit on both sides of our religious cleavage. 

After all, the best. and, perhaps, in the 
Jong run the only, apologists for any Church 
are not its theologians, but its saints. So 
long as 4 religious communion can provide a 
a home for saints it will live. When 
they fail, no theology will restore the dead 
lifo. I have recently been reading the letters 
of a saint of God who found his spiritual 
home in the Roman Catholic Church and was 
one of the fincst minds of our time--—the late 
Baron von Hiigel. One cannot fail to recog- 
nise in him tho genius of true Catholicity. 
Here is a passage from a letter to Professor 
Gardner :—‘‘I admit that it has been your 
people: far more than mine, who from, say. 

onwards have carried on that reverently 

free resezcch and have improved and in 
crensed those methods of inquiry, which the 
best of the Renaissance scholars, and, indeed, 
many seventeenth century writers, so largely 
founded. And these two complexes of human 
activity—civil freedom and  untrammeliecd 
research—humanity must and will have them. 
Religion itself requires them for its own 
complete and normal development. Pro- 
testantism has deserved its success, inasmuch 
as it has really supplied them, whilst 
Catholicism cannot but shrink and dwindle, 
inasmuch as it cannot find room and love 
for them.”’ |

A DUBLIN AIR PORT. 

TO THE KDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Stn,—In a leading article to-day you refer 
to the urgent matter of the provision of 
facilities for the air traffic which, if Ireland 
is not to be left out of the next great 
transport development, must come to Dublin 
and to other important centres in the Free 
State. The ideal air port would require 
about a square mile of flat ground, and a 
similar area of smooth water for use by sea- 
planes, and this area would be near to the 
centre of population which it served, and 
would havé good rail and road ilities. 
Such an area is not easy to find near a 
city. If it exists, it has already been built 
over or otherwise used, and, of course, there 
is no such area near Dublin, But we can 
make such an area, and do so without inter- 
ference with existing interests, and, consider- 
ing its immense importance in the develop- 
ment of Dublin and of the Free State, at 
no excessive cost. 

The suggestion is that a wall, or embank- 
ment, be run from a point on the South 
Wall midway between the Pigeon House and 
Poolbeg Tighthouse to about Blackrock rail- 
way station—a distance of about 24 miles, 
and all above low-water mark. “Thig would 
enclose an arte well over two square miles 
in extent, one-half of which could be filled 
with material dredged at sea or from the 
other half, thus forming the necessary land 
area.’ The other half wonld contain shallow 
water for accommodation of seaplanes. Rail 
facilities already exist along one side of this 
area. Deep-water berths in the river can 
easily be provided for the connection of sea 
and air traffic, 

This area could thus be converted into an 
ideal port where land, sea and air traffic 
could meet and exchange, and all within a 
very short*distance of the centre of the city. 
No high land exists to interfero with flight 
in any direction, Fog is the chief difficulty, 
and, though Dublin Bay does suffer from 
fogs, they are usually low-lying, and fog- 
piercing lights will be developed to deal with

THE, PRESIDENT. 

The President, who wag received With A). 
plause, referred to the deaths of several 
members since the last meeting of tho Synog 
—the Rev. Lambert Drapes, Newtownrpy. 
Mr. Walter Clarmont Skrine, Kilvush: 7 
Thomas J. Dowse, Mr, George Let 
Ralph Lawrenson. 

The diocese had suffered a great loss by thell 
departure of the Very Rev. Dean Lyste 
His lordshi said that he had Appointed 
Chancellor hee nl to succeed him as Dean 
of Ferns. (Applause.) They also welcomed 
to their @ynod the Rev. Charles Tyndall, who 
had been appointed Rector of Enniscorthy jy 
succession to Dean Lyster. Mr. Tyndall had 
come to them trom the Diocese of Dublin 
with a fine record of service. especially 
amongst the young, in the curamies of (Jon. 
tarf and Christ Church, Leeson Park. Thoy 
also welcomed to the Synod the Rey, J, 5 
Ruddell and the Rev. W. P. Hazelton. 

The report of the Diocesan Counce)! was on 
the whole satisfactory. The amounts paid in 
advance towards assessments were on June 
lst, 1930, £1,564, as against £1.504 on the 
seme date last year, an increase of more thay 
£260. On the other hand, nine parishes wer 
in arrears, as against eight last year, and the 
amount of arrears increased by nearly £29, 
He hored that a special effort woul! be made 
by these parishes to wipe out the arrears, 

THE SUBJECT OF EDUCATION. 

Turning to the report of the Ferns Diocesan 
Board of Education, they would find it stated 
that the financial condition of the Board wags 
satisfactory, and the standard of efficiency jn 
religious knowledge was high. At the Sunday 
school examinations held last June 712 
children were examined—an increase of 32 
upon the previous year—and of these 695 
passed and 532 obtained first prizes—an in- 
crease of 69 upon the previous vear. AJl 
this reflected the greatest credit upon tha 
teachers of the Sunday and day schwols, 

The report of the Board of Missions 
showed a very slight decrease in the amount 
collected in the diocese for what was tha 
primary work of the Church of Christ, 

LAMBETH CONFERENCE. 

Speaking of the Lambeth Conference, tha 
President said that the problems which werg 
discussed were world-wide and affecting the 
welfare of all mankind. He would only 
mention a few: There was the Christian 
doctrine of God. The Committee which dealt 
with that subject was presided over by their 
own Primate. It contained some of the 
greatest living scholars and theologians, and 
presented a report which 7'he 7'imes described 
a a masterpiece of exact theological 
thought, expressed in concise, lucid form ] 
There were the problems of sex and family 
life. The report on that subject had been 
strongly criticised and had been much mis¢ 
reprewnted. | 

“May I remind you,” the President con 
tinued, ‘‘ that the Conference affirmed in the 
strongest way the duty of parenthood as the 
glory of married life and the benefit of a 
family as a vital contribution to the nation’s 
welfare and as a means of character-building 
for both parents and children’? The yess 
ference condemned in the strongest way the 
refusal of healthy parents to have children 
in homes where there is, or by self-denial 
there may be, provision for them. It was 
only « “ier having asserted clearly and plainly 
the Christian ideal of married life—parent- 
hood—that the Conference went on to deal 
with the difficult, delicate subject of birth 
control.”’ 

The resolutions of the Conference, which 
probably would have the most far-reaching 
effect, were those which dealt with the unity 
of the Church. When the resolution was 
passed giving unanimous approval of ihe 
whole Conference to ‘the negotiations whic) 
were taking place between the various 
Churches. in South India there was great 
thankfulness on all sides. It was felt by 
all that notable advance had been made 
towards the knitting together of the divided 
Body of Christ. 

YOUTH AND ITS VOCATION. 

The Committee upon which 
President) sat was that which 
the subject of youth and its vocation.

Mr. Ernest ros Se Vice-President of the 
Executive Coun of the Irish Free State;

Hotel, Dublin, last night, on the. work of this 
year's Assembly of the League of Nations. . . 
Lurd Longford, who presided, said that Mr. 
Blythe and his colleagues had performed a 
great service to the nation by securing the 
election of the Irish Free State to the League 
Council. ‘That happening should do a great 
deal, he said, to stir up a greater interest in 
this country in the affairs of the League of 

Nations.. 

Mr. E. Blythe said ‘that when the Irish 
Free State decided first to enter the Lea 
of Nations—and, indeed, when he himself first 
attended at Geneva four years ago—he was 
not very strongly convinced of the benefit 
that it was to this country to participate in 
the work of the League, and he was not fully 
convinced of the utifity that the League had: 
for the world at large. He might now saw 
that he had been completely converted to the 

ague. He had become a believer in the 
League, in the value of its work, and—bar- 
ring some great calamity—in the power which 
the League of Nations would become in the 


future. 
WORK OF COMMISSIONS. 

He did not think the casual newspaper 
reader was able to get a very good idea of 
the work of the League. A great deal of the 
work did not lend itself readily to publicity. 
For imstance, sometimes a very great 
feat might be accomplished in designing a 
formula cf half-a-dozen words which would. 
enable three or four countries which were 
disinclined to sign a document to sign it. 
Such a matter, however, did not lend itself 
well for publicity. 

The work of the League could be better 
understood by a 
commissions, to which all problems and pro- 

osals were referred. Commissions set up 

y the League consisted of representatives 
of every country, so that when a matter was 
debated by the commission it was really 
disposed of; for anything accepted by the 
commission was automatically accepted by 
the Assembly. As a rule, only matters of 
vital importance would be thoroughly 
thrashed out by the commissions. If a matter 
was critica) at all, it would be referred tow 
sub-committee, and frank debates took place 
at these sub-committees, which were held in 
private. 


THE SOCIAL FUNCTIONS. 

Mr. Blythe, speaking of the social functions 
which took plac’ at Geneva, said that a few 
years ago there was a view expressed that 
these functions shouid be abandoned; but the 
most far-seeing members of the League op- 
posed that view, and pointed out that the 
social functions were really a part of the 
work of the League. These social functions 
were now a very important factor in increas- 
ing international understanding and promot- 
ing international amity and mst pm á 

ferring to the work of the League in 
romoting international disarmament, Mr. 
lythe said that the progress made in that 
direction had not been great; in fact, the 
progress had been disappointing. On the 
other hand, it would certainly be premature 
to conclude that all the preparatory con- 
sideration that had been given to the matter. 
and all the preliminary negotiations of the 
past few years would not bear fruit at a rela- 
tively near date. 

In its ordinary day-to-day work the League 
covered every field of international relation- 
ship. In the matter of reliefs from double 
taxation in this country, the agreement 
arrived at by Great Britain—and which the 
Free State regarded as very favourable to 
them—-was only got because it was recom- | 
mended by a League of Nations committee | 
and supvorted there by the British represen- 
tative. 


THE FREE STATE’S SEAT. 

Referring to the election of the Irish Free 
State to a seat on the Council, Mr. Blythe 
said that he had got a very flattering recep- 
tion from most.of the fifty-two countries he 
had -canvasesd. In certaih eases he had been ' 
frankly told that a vote would not be given 
to the Irish Free State, for the reason that 
the Free State was a member of the British 
Commonwealth of Nations; and, while they | 
would have been clad to vote for the Free 
State, they would not do something which 
might have the effect of making the seat a 
british Commonwealth of Nations’ seat, to 
which ro other country could aspire. It was 
extremely satisfactory that, considering the 
other countries gcing forward, the Irish Free | 
State got 36 votes out of 52. They were 
satisfied, that their views on the Council 
would be valuable, because they had no aXe | 
to grind and no ambition for conquest. 

A fairly strong stand had been taken by 
the Free State delegation on the codification 
of international law. It had been impossible 
to get a real international law governing the 
question of territorial waters. Several great 
Powers put down a resolution which would 
have had the effect of shelving any attempt 
to get on with codification for several years; 
but on the suggestion of the Irish Free State 
delegates the matter had been referred to a 
sub-committee. 


THE LEAGUE AND TARIFFS. 

Speaking of the economic work of the 
League, Mr. Blythe said that one of the 
things it had been trying to do was to bring 
about a tariff truce, and a lowering of 
tariffs The Free State had opposed the 
majority in that matter, because they felt 
that an undeveloped country like this could 
not afford to assent to any proposal that 
there should be no future increase of tarifis 
for the purpose of developing industry here, 
especially as the tariff system of the Free 
State was very low in comparison with that 
of the majority of countries 

In s ing to the delegates, he could 
say that he did not find any doctrinaire free 
trader; In fact, he did find the practically 
unanimous view that tariffs were too high, 
and one representative said to him that. great 
harm was being done by the fantastic heights 
to which tariffs had been raised. He pointed 
out that countries with industries specially 
suitable for tariffs were going outside those 
industries, and imposing tariffs for the crea- 
tion of yet other industries which would 
give employment to the few at the cost of 
ivereased taxation to the greater number. 
There was, however, no great hope that much 
progress cuuld. be made. 


WIDESPREAD DEPRESSION. —. 
Although the high tariff that existed in- 
creased the present depression, they believed 
that the existence of depression made it 
impossible for any politician or statesman to 
pro a lowering of tariffs ' 
Generally, he found the attitude in Geneva 
in regard to the economic outlook pessimistic. 
The view was taken that there were only 
half-a-dozen or less eountries in which con- 
ditions were reasonably good, and the Irish 
Free State was given as one.

“THE PORTRANE INSTITUTION. 

Some interesting facts regarding the his- 
tory pind woihine of the institution were given 
in a report by the Resident Medical Superin- 
tendent,-Dr. J. O’C, Donelan.. At present, he 
said, there were 3.731 patients under their 
care, of whom. 2,084 were housed in the 
parent institution at EE art and the 
remaining 1,250 patients at Portrane. 

' ‘The main institution at Portrane was 
modern in design and structure, but the ex- 
posed, position of the buildings on the eastern 
seaboard was the cause of undue deprecia- 
tion, and difficulty might be experienced in 
future years in keeping the superstructare 
in repair. Although the Portrane institution 
was built less than thirty years ago, alrea 

the entire slating had had to be renewed at a 
cost of £20,000, the original slates, of French 
origin, obtained during the period of the pro- 
longed strike in Penrhyn quarries, having 
become soft and porous., Now the facing 
bricks‘ of the main building were 
beginning to show signs of deterioration, 
and this might be the cause of anxiety in 
the near future. 

The wooden, so-called “temporary,” build- 
ings at Portrane provided accommodation of 
an excellent character for 250 patients, all 
on the ground floor. They were originally 
intended to meet a temporary emergency 
only during the building of the main instatu- 
tion, but during that period the increase in 
the number of patients was so great that it 
was found impossible to dispense with them. 
When’ the Portrane demesne was purchased 
for the erection of a branch mental hospital 
the number of patients in residence at 
Grangegorman was under 1, Now, mainly 
owing to the transfer of insane patients from 
the workhouses of the district, the recognition 
by the public, that the mental hospital was 
the best place for the mentally afflicted, and 
the fact that many persons charged before 
the magistrates with offences who formerly 
would have been committed to prison were 
now certified insane. There were 3,700 
patients in the two institutions. 

Since 1894, therefore, accommodation. had 
‘had to be found for 2,200 additional patients, 
os 1,000 more than the number for which 
the permanent buildings at Portrane were de- 
signed in the first instance. —_ 

GRANGEGORMAN EXTENSION. 

The. main institution in Grangegorman had 
been considerably extended during the last 
twenty years, the more recent buildings pro- 
viding accommodation, of a character which 
could not be surpassed, while the older por- 
tions had been considerably improved and 
modified. He regretted, however, that it 
was. still found necessary to utilise, for the 
accommodation of patients, portion of the 
old Grangegorman prison, which was handed 
over by the Lord Lieutenant to the Board of 
Governors in 1897, to meet a very pressing 
emergency at that time, 

he Superintendent's report went on to 
refer to progress. which was being made 
towards the establishment. of a tuberculosis- 
free dairy herd on the. farm at Portrane. 

The total staff of attendants and nurses, 
it stated, was 481, and of this number 303 
held the certificate of the Medico-psychologi- 
cal Association for proficiency in mental nurs- 
ng, this being, the Superintendent believed, 
a larger proportion than was found in any 
other institution elsewhere.

FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT. 
‘BELFAST, Wednesday. 

In the Northern House of Commons to-day, 
the Minister of Finance (the Right Hon. H. 
M. Pollock) moved the second re cof the 
Exchequer and Financial Provisions Bill, the 
object of which is to set up a financial 
a for idating the outstanding 
deficit ef £3,000 upon the Unemploy- 
ment rance Fund. 


He said that in 1928 the deficit on the 
Unemployment Insurance Fund had reached 
the large sum of over £5,400,000 
quite impossible for the Northern Govern- 
ment to continue to hear such a steady 
accumulation as represented by this figure, a 
re-insurance. t was entered into with 
the Imperi authorities whereby the 
Northern Ireland Government was im- 
mediately relieved Ro writing off of a 
sum of over £400, and the deficit was 
fixed at the even sum of £5,000,000. Under 
that arrangement, i in consideration of 
the advanta of . the. re-insurance agree- 
ment, the Northern Government undertook 
to extinguish the £3,000,000 by annual sums 
of. £100,000, and completing the liquidation 
in thirty years. 
MEETING THE ANNUAL CHARGE. 

During the three years that sum of 
£100,000" had been charged against their 
revenue, but the Government Exchequer 
Board had lately assessed their Imperial con- 
tribution at a re and on principles which 
did not admit of the contituance of special 
annual allocations from revenue to the 
Reserve Fund for the purpose indicated, and, 
therefore, they had to seek other means of 
carrying out the arrangement. As the British 
Government undertook a substantial part of 
the interest on the £3,000,000, the burden 
was not so heavy as it seemed to appear on 
the face of it. The present bill provided a 
method of meeting the annual charge of 
£100,000. It proposed, under Section 2, to 
transfer to the Capital Fund the total sum 
accumulated in the Reserve Fund as at the 
ólst. March, consisting mainly of annual sur- 


pluses. 

TO END THE LIABILITY. 

The cash value of the Capital Fund at that 
date was about £575,000, and the value of the 
Reserve Fund about £700,000, making a 
total of £1,275,000. This sum invested. would 
provide a yearly sum, based upon a four per 
cent. return, which would extinguish their 
liability in a period of twenty-two years, and, 
if they got a higher rate of interest, in a 
considerably Jess period. The capital sum 
referred to was rulated from amounts 
transferred by the -Imperial Government as 
the share due to the ‘Northern Government 
of funds which were in existence prior to the 
transfer. These would now used . for 

tting rid of their liability under the 
nemployment Fund, and that was the entire 
object of the present measure. 

NATIONALIST CRITICISMS. 

Mr. Healy (Natidnalist, Fermanagh) said 
that there was expenditure in the area that 
was rot strictly necessary; for instance, the 
sum of £100,000 spent on Special’ Con- 
stabulary. The British Government had been 
very generous in their treatment of the 
North, but they had an ulterior motive in 
that, because British industries regarded the 
Six Counties as a kind of enclosure for them- 
selves. | 

Mr. Andrews, Minister for Labour—We 
should not look at gift. horses. 

Mr. Healy—I am very suspicious of such 
gift horses. The British Government, from 
the fiscal and economic position, control the 
purse of Northern Ireland. 

Mr, Collins (Nationalist, 8. Down), said 
that the Minister of Finance had fixed 
£100,000 a year to liquidate the debt, but it 
had been turned down by the Joint Exche- 
quer Board. They were thus driven to the

their hands on the Northern Ireland nurse 
more than the Mimister of Finance. There 
were three. members on the Board The 
Northern Ireland representative was Sir 
Ernest Clarke, an English-paid civil servant, 
and the other two were also English. 

Mr. Pollock—Sir Ernest Clarke is not a 
evil servant; he is an independent gentle- 
man. 

Mr. Collins—We don’t want any quibbling 
on this matter when the people are starving 
ontside. Sir Ernest Clarke is a pensioner of 
the British Treasury. It seemed to him (Mr. 
Collins) that England in this agreement was 
feeding the dog with a bit of its own tail. 

Mr. Johnston (Unionist, Armagh) congra- 
tulated the Minister on the manner in which 
he had handled the matter. As a result 
Northern Ireland was not in the doleful posi- 
tion that the Opposition would like to make 
out. They were.able to carry on. 

Mr. J. Beattie Labour) said Northern Ire- 
land should not be held responsible for the 
outstanding debt upon the Unemployment 
Insurance Fund, and he strongly objected to 
paying any Imperial contribution until this 
debt was paid. 

The bill was read a second time. 

_, Q@BJECTIONS TO A SALARY. 

Mn the motion for adjournment, 

Mr. J. Beattie (Lab.) referred to the 
appointment of a Senator as Parliamentary 
Secretary to the Prime Minister at a salary 
of £600 per annum. He considered that no 
salary should be attached to that position, 
and that the salary, which had been in 
operation since the Senate was established, 
should be discontinued, and the position re- 
garded as ohne of honour.

He: did not think this position could be 
justified before any joint Exchequer Board, 
as far as the expense was concerned. 

Mr. Devlin also objected to the payment 
of £600 for this position, and suggested that 
the post should be abolished. 

LEGISLATION NECESSARY. 

The Speaker pointed out that this was a 
statutory appointment, and could only be 
abolished by legislation. and, therefore, could 
not be discussed in that House on the 
adjournment. 

Mr. Deviin—It could be dealt with without 
legisiation—by.the Prime Minister not filling 
the position, and saving £600 per year. 

The Minister of Finance said that when the 
House was established a committee was set 
up. which considered the number of positions 
and the salaries attached to them. There 
must be some Government representatives in 
the Senate, ant it was desivable that the 
Leader of ‘thet House should have a deputy, 
pnd the Parliamentary Secretary acted in 
that eT 

Mr. Healy said that they would raise the

Why did 
R101 crash to earth? If she crashed, as 
aeroplanes sometimes crash—through an 
unnoticed flaw or through mishandling— 
the disaster, though terrible, must not 
discourage progress. The Royal Air Force 
does not shirk danger, and if to-morrow 
the Air Ministry should propose another 
airship flight to India, a thousand lads 
would volunteer for service. A verdict of 
avoidable accident ought not to prevent 
the construction of more airships, but, 
while: this verdict is possible, another is 
not beyond the range of legitimate specula- 
tion. The Court may find that R 101 was 
slain by some weakness inherent in her 
very nature, and, therefore, hardly to be 
amended by the science which was 
lavished upon her. If such proof be forth- 
coming—if the inquiry shows, or suggests 
as a strong probability, that the large 
airship involves a constant measure of 
unconquerable dahger—then surely the 
Government’s whole policy must be 
reconsidered. Progress, subject to that

The State of Egypt. 


Broadly, the issue that divides Egypt at 
present into wrangling sects is whether 
the country shall enjoy the mixed 
blessings of parliamentary government. 
or shall submit to an administration 
which, though democratic in name, for 
all practical purposes will be the creature 
of the King. Egypt’s experience of 
parliamentary government has been short 
and confused. In 1923 she received a 
constitution that declared her to be a 
sovereign State, under the administration 
of a hereditary king and a representative 
Government. In 1927 Nahas Pasha, 
leader of the extreme Nationalist Party, 
became Prime Minister, but his Ministry 
was dissolved, and Mahmoud Pasha, who 
controls the bloc that corresponds 
roughly to the English Liberals, took his 
place, A year later King Fuad suspended 
the constitution for three years, but 
Mahmoud retained office until the begin-. 
ning of this year, when Nahas became 
Premier. The Wafdist Party’s abstention 
from Parliament made the proceedings 
farcical, and Egypt for a time was plunged 
into turmoil. Accordingly, King Fuad put 
the constitutional Sidky Pasha in charge, 
with instructions to submit a plan -for 
constitutional amendment and electoral

Hard Times. 


The Correspondent of The Times at 
Washington reports an official admission 
that 3,500,000 citizens of the United 
‘States are out of work. This figure, 
although not so serious proportionately 
as the corresponding unemployment 
returns in Great Britain, is grave enough 
in a country which, until lately, has 
prided itself. upon. its prosperity and 
efficiency. The state of affairs-is rendered 
even more acute by political considera- 
tions. In November the elections to the 
House of Representatives will be held, 
and it is by no means impossible that the 
Democrats, turning the national troubles 
to their own advantage, may achieve 
control in the new House. Already they 
have invented a slogan for Mr. Hoover— 
“He kept up out of work’’—which 
scarcely may he-justified in fact. It is 
true that the President in his public 
utterances. has maintained an unduly 
cheerful note, but it would be téo much 
to expect a frank pessimism. from a man 
in his position. The fact that he is not 
trifling with the issue may .be realised 
from his latest efforts to grapple with the 
problem. An agency is being formed for 
the co-ordination of local, municipal, 
State and Federal measures of relief, 
and the larger aspects of unemplc_---nt 
will be faced by the new Governor of the 
Federal Reserve Bank. America’s unem- 
ployment crisis igs no fault of any 
one man or party; indeed, it is the 
natural result of a world depression, 
and, to no small extent, of America’s 
attitude hitherto towards it. This 
attitude still persists. The rumour 
that a plan for a moratorium on -Allied 
debt annuities is being formulated has 
stimulated frantic denials from authority, 
and the Press has been told again that 
the United States recognises no con- 
necticn between Allied’ obligations and 
reparation payments from the German 
Reich. This manifesto may be due in 
some degree to the nearness of the polls, 
but there can be no doubt that it in- 
terprets accurately the opinion of most 
Americans, 


Colds in the Head. 


One of the few consolations of illness 
is the sympathy which we expect and 
usually receive from our friends. In the 
list of ailments to which the flesh is heir 
there are three outstanding exceptions to 
this rule—mumps, gout and. a cold in the 
head.. Of these, we are inclined to 
regard the cold in the head, although it 
may be the least positively paintful, as 
by far the most trying. A sufferer from 
mumps or gout at least. may retire from 
the vulgar gaze and send a message to his 
office that he cannot attend, thus avoidinz 
the waggish quips of his colleagues, For 
some reason, probably the length of its 
customary stay, a cold in the head is held 
to be no adequate excuse for absence from 
work. Thus to many people every winter 
is a long drawn-out agony as they grapple 
bravely with the common task, scarlet 
noses and the thickest of heads in one 
hideous admixture of arduous and ex- 
plosive misery. At last, however, science 
holds out a belated promise of relief. Dr. 
S. G. Billington, of Leamington Spa, 
claims that he has discovered a new serum, 
whereof one, or at most two, injections 
will render the most susceptible subject 
immune. This is not the first claim of this 
kind, but further research of a practical 
nature by Dr. Frank Cope, of Harley 
street, and Dr. N. MHornibrook, of 
Gerrard’s Cross, appears to justify a 
certain optimism. These three men, 1f 
they. have expunged colds from our 
troubles, will have deserved a tribute from 
mankind, no less than that which has been 
seconded to_Jennor or Lister.

Allied Debts. 


The suggestion that the Government of 
the Uni States may be considering a 
plan to suspend or ease payment on 
account of allied war debts is received 
with the proverbial grain of salt in 
diplomatic circles, where it is thonzh+ 
that such action is unlikely at the present 
time and quite improbable without an 
internationa conference before a, 
arrangement. It is admitted that thor 
may have been unofficial proposals on th 
part of some of the debtors to the United 
States, but this country, having made ji; 
settlement, stands outside the operation of 
any such movement. At present tha 
British Government ys the United 
States thirty-three million sterling a year 
in principal and interest, while Franco 

ys increasing amounts every year; her 
instalments rise from six million in 19% 
to twenty-three million in 1987. Ita], 
pays about three millions a year, increas. 
ing by 1987 to sixteen millions a year. 
In the case of France and Italy, the 

resent payments are not enormous, and 
it is only when they become really Jarge 
that opposition may be expected to 
develop in these two countries. 


Conservative Dissensions. 


At the gathering of the Unionist 
canvassing corps at Caxton Hall, West- 
minster, to-day, there was a large attend 
ance of hard workers for the success o 
the Conservative cause. Mr. F, W. 
Roberts, the Secretary of the 1912 Club, 
said that it was time for the so-called 
leaders of the Conservative Party to stop 
their bickering in the Press. He thought 
it absolutely disgraceful that they should 
risk all for which the party stands bv 
this quarrelling, and that the rank and 
file had a right to ask them to stop or 
get out. Referring to the quota system, 
the speaker said that it was one of the 
simplest solutions of our difficulties which 
the mind of man had devised; for it had 
great advantages over a tariff on foreign 
wheat. 


The Government's Housing. 


Whitehall is now a congested area, 
thanks to the steady increase of Govern- 
ment staffs. The crowding is so great that 
the Government will have to consider 
plans for the re-housing of the staffs 
attached to the big departments in White- 
hall, and Mr. Lansbury, who is arranging 
for the construction of some big new offices 
on the Montague House site, is over- 
whelmed with demands for space. The 
Air Ministry, now scattered in various 
buildings, will be taken to the new build- 
ing, which will be erected on the famous 
house that formerly belonged to the Duke 
of Buccleuch, while the Ministry of Health 
and the Ministry of Education also want 
some provision for their needs. The 
demand for greater accommodation is so 
strong that the Government is reviewing 


properties which it controls in. various 
parts of London in order to ascertain 


whether buildings for simple routine work 
may be erected in the outer districts. 
There seems to be no possibility of the 
long-promised reduction in the various 
Government staffs, and it will be found at 
the close of this year that many additions 
have been made. 


Comfort by Rail. 


The British railways apparently are not 
able to command success, but they. are 
doing their utmost to deserve it; for every 
day sees an improvement in the services 
and the accommodation provided for 
passengers. To-day it was announced that 
the Southern Railway. Company were 
building a new type of third-class coach 
which would he a combination of dining 
car and a Pullman coach. Divided into 
two saloons, one of which seats sixteen 
passengers, and the other forty, the car 
will be fifty-nine feet long and nine feet 
wide, with a centre corridor.

A Beauty Spot. 


A well-known beauty spot in the Mid- 
lands has been acquired by the. National 
Trust for Places of Historic Interest and 
Natural Beauty. Known as Alport Height. 
it is the highest point in the southern half 
of Derbyshire, and from the top fifty-nime 
churches can be seen, including Lichfield 
Cathedral. It contains the Alport Stone, 
the monolith of hard gritstone which for 
years has been used for practice purposes 
by budding rock-climbers. Below the hill 
there is an isolated pasture of nearly two 
acres in extent, which it is proposed to 
use as a site for a “ youth hostel’’ an‘ 
as a camping ground for Boy Scouts and 
similar organisations.

The Times im a leading article to-day 
observes:——-The Inter-Party Committee, 
which is examining the. problems of un- 
employment inhsuzance, is holding a 
further, and, probably, a decisive meeting 
to-day.. Since it adjourned three weeks 
ago responsible statesmen in all parties 
have” publicly acknowledged the necessitv 
‘wf drastic reforms in a system which all 
‘have recognised to. be no longer in any 
sense an insurance system. Mr. Baldwin, 
‘in his definition of Conservative policy, 
‘has pledged himself to end the 4 eis. 
iscandal of driving the Insurance Fun 
‘into bankruptcy, in order to provide 
wneans for the demoralisation of the 
nation. . Mr. Lloyd George, in his speech 
to the Liberal Conference, has declared 
that millions ¢an be saved by stopping 
unwarranted cadging on the dole. Mr. 
Snowden at the Mansion House last week 
istated that it was the duty of Parliament 
‘to face up to this problem, and to put 
the Insurance Fund upon an insurance 
‘basis. Ai Pe . 

These are very brave words, particularly 
from a leading member of a Government, 
whose Unemployment Insurance Act has 
‘s0 latgely- contributed to create the situa- 
tion; which he now deplores.- But since, 
as -Mr. Snowden. well knows, the duty of 
‘Parliament is synonymous with tke duty 
of the Government, it would appear that 
the delegates of all tlrree parties on the 
‘Inter-Party Committee now _ possess 
‘authoritative. sanction for agreeing upon 
speedy and ‘thorough reforms. ‘To-day’s 
meeting will be a searching test of the 
‘sincerity of these professions, and more 
particularly: of the sincerity—repentence 
would be a better word—of the Govern- 
ment. The Conservatives have only 
to atone for shirking proper enact- 
ment of the Blanesburgh Report in 
1927. The. Liberals have only to admit 
their more recent error in helping the 
present Government to destroy the moral 
qualification for benefit, without sub- 
stituting un adequate actuarial qualifica- 
tion. But the Socialists will have to 
abandon that conception of unemploy- 
ment insurance as a convenient engine for 
the conveyance of national poor relief, 
which is still an article of faith to very 
many of the Government supporters. 

‘“ SHEER LUNACY.” 

Does the high courage necessary for the 
recantation of political. theories, now 
proved to have been disastrously wrong, 
exist in sufficient measure to transform 
the admirable sentiments of Mr. Snowden 
into a parliamentary bill? The omens are 
not too favourable. Mr. Lloyd George 
has properly ‘described as sheer lunacy 
the determination of the recent Labour 
Party’ Conference to continue the hunting 
of the capitalist and the expansion of 
social services. Theré is little sign in the 
general policy of the Socialists of such a 
change of heart as might inspire the hope 
that they will show a salutary conversion 
in a detajl of policy. 

The first, step towards the performance 
of Mr. Snowden’s self-confessed -‘‘ duty '' 
must. be either to raise contributions or to 
lower benefits, adds The Times, or to alter 
qualification for benefits until only 
1,240,000 persons can draw on the fund. 
Will the Gé¥ernment's: delegates on the 
committee agree to any one, or to a com- 
bination of all these changes? The next 
step must be. to differentiate, both. in 
theory and in practice, between the 
payments of benefit to these 1,240,009 
persons and the payment of 
relief to the 1,000,000 other unem- 
ployed. “This will mean the settlement 
of different rates of and qualifications for 
relief, and the establishment of a special 
organisation to” administer the new 
system. Will the Government’s delegates 
agree in principle to that, even if the 
details have to be worked out later? The 
third step must be some ee wp whereby 
employment in uninsured industries is not 
damaging to’ the: interests of insured 
persons.

CHAMBER AND SENATE! 
DISSOLVED. 


KING FUAD SIGNS THE NEW 
CONSTITUTION. 
Krom REUTER 8 CORRESPONDENT. 
CAIRO, Wednesday. 

The New Constitution and Electoral 
Law were to-day signed by King Fuad 
and will be promulgated simultaneously 
to-morrow morning. 

At the same time the Chamber and 
Senate will be dissolved. No date has 
been fixed for the new elections, but the 
Prime Minister states that they will be 
held when the new voters’ lists are ready. 

The documents relating to the new Con- 
stitution and Electoral Law are being 
veleased for publicaticn in the Press “o- 
morrow. The Ministry’s report on the 
modifications in the Electoral Law is a 
lengthy document of thirty-four printed 


pages. 
FEWER DEPUTIES. 

The first seven pages of the report cover 
Egypt's constitutional history since 1922, 
and lays stress on the defects in the 
present system, The Government ex- 

ses the opinion that the number of

As regards the Scnate, the Ministry 
takes the view that the situation in Egypt

INTERVIEW WITH THE 
PREMIER. 


COMMENT ON THE LIBERAL 
ATTITUDE, 


In the course of an interview with 
Reuter’s Correspondent, Sidky Pasha, the 
Egyptian Prime Minister, referring to the 
decision of the Liberals to reject the 
electoral reform proposals put forward b 
the Government, said—‘' First of all, 
Mahmoud Pasha, the Liberal leader, 
agrees that there has been parliamentary 
tyranny, but we differ as to the way in 
which it ought to be cured. His cure was 
based on the suspension of the Constitu- 
tion for three years, and, if necessary, for 
a further three years, and so on until the. 
people’s outlook had altered; while I, on 
the other hand, think that to deprive the 
nation of its constitutional liberties, of its 
parliamentary rights, and especially of its 
rights to supervise the Government, is a 
very grave affair, because of its far-reach- 
ing effects upon the public interests and 
upon public conduct. 

‘* I, therefore,’’ continued Sidky Pasha, 
“ preferred to cure tyranny by changing 
the articles of the Constitution which en- 
couraged it. I have confined my efforts 
to. -end and to what rience has 
proved were defects in the Constitution, 
without touching those liberties which are 
the fo tions of the Constitution. The 
new Constitution will appear to-morrow. 
I am perfectly sure that the people will 
not be blinded by political passions, and 
that they will support all measures cal- 
culated to ensure tranquillity and

The Ministers afterwards had. luncheon 
with the leading Manchester ‘bankers, who 
undertook to give ‘‘ every support. and é@n- 
couragement ’’ to any scheme which would 
increase the efficiency of the cotton indust 
and enable it to compete in the worl 
markets. 

About four months ago the report of the 
Government Committee of Inquiry into the 
Cotton Trade was issued. It had been dis- 
cussed by the various branches of the trade, 
and the visit of Mr. Clynes and Mr, Graham 
had been arranged because the Government 
thought that the time had arrived tor action. 

OFFICIAL STATEMENT. 

After the morning conferences an official 
report wag issued with the go! of the 
two Ministers. It stated that Mr. Clynes re- 
ferred to the grave view which the Govern- 
ment took of the, condition of the cotton 
industry, and he invited the spinners’ repre- 
sentatives to express their own opinions of 
the situation. 

Mr. F. Holroyd, President of the Federa- 
tion, and Mr, W. Howarth, Vice-President, 
and Mr, 8.

tolerate the imposition of Jewish ascendancy 
by high pressure methods unon a native popu- 
lation. four-fifths of which is hostile. & 

The New York Hvening Post points out 
that Great Britain is pledged to the Arabs 
as well as the Jews, while the AHerald- 
Tribune, which is inclined to be anti-British, 
says— :' England was too generous of her 
promises in war time, and has been reaping 
the unpleasant harvest of that generosity.”’

A RESIDENT MEDICAL 
SUPERINTENDENT, 

The Clerk, Mr. J. E. Condon, said {ha the 
next business was the election of a Resident 
Medical Superintendent. The Local Appoint, 
ments’ Commission had written stating that 
in Compnnese with the statutory request, re 
ceived from the Commissioners of the Dublin 
Union in connection. with this appointment 
they nad recommended Dr. Willian, 
Christopher Dwyer, 38 Palmerston road, for 
the appointment. In an attached summary 
of his qualifications they stated that he grad), 
ated L.R.C.P. and 8.1. in 1921; he had heey 
a Local Government Medical Inspector sinc, 
that date, and from 1923 had acted as one 
of the Commissioners 10 charge of the Dublin 
Union, and since May, 1924, was one of the 
Commissioners for the City of Dublin. Prior 
to obtaining his degree in medicine he was 
employed for thirteen years as Assistan, 
Clerk of the Dublin Union. 

In reply to Mr. Medlar, 

The Clerk said that the salary began ab 
£1,000 a year, increasing by yearly lnere- 
ments of £50 to a maximum of £1,250. Tho 
Resident Medical Superintendent would 4jj. 
charge the duties formerly carried out by tho 
Master and by the Resident Medical officer. 

He explained that in 1921 the British Joc! 
Government Board had dropped the position 
of Resident Medical Officer in favour of a 
scheme of having tnree young resident doctors 
appointed for maximum periods of threa 
years, whose work would be in the nature of 
post-graduate courses. At present there were 
two resident doctors under the scheme, Dr. 
Joyce and Dr. M‘Leverty. They were paid 
six guimeas a week, and received free yesi. 
dence, light, coal and attendance. He pre. 
sumed they would be retained, as the duties 
of the Resident Medical Superintendent would 
be mainly administrative. 

The Chairman asked was any person’s ser. 
vices to be dispensed with as a result of this 
appointment. 

he Clerk explained that the position of 
the Master, which carried a maximum salary 
of £700 a year, had been abolished, and also 
the old position of Resident Medical Officer, 
who, under the old system, would have re- 
ceived about £600 a year. 

Mr. Shiel—What pension has the Master? 

The Clerk said that it was £580 a year, 

Mr. Shiel pointed out that that meant 
that the Committee would be paying £1,500 
in a salary and pension, compared with £700 
= by the Commissioners under that head. 

e presumed that they could not help them- 
selves, but it should be known that they 
started with this initial disadvantage of 
£880. 

The Committee approved of Dr. Dwyer’s 
appointment. 

lt was decided that, as the Committee was 
too small to form the various statutory sub- 
committees, such as visiting, etc., these 
cuties should be performed by the Committee 
as a whole.
